The reply filed on July 24, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): In response to Non-Final rejection 
mailed on January 24, 2007 applicant amended the independent claim 18 and added 
new independent claim 32 (along with dependent claim 33-39). There is a restriction 
requirement (restriction mailed on June 1, 2005) in the application and specie II, reading 
on figure 2, was elected for the prosecution. The amended (and newly added) claims 
read on a different specie. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the 
originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. The amendment filed on September 5, 
2006 amending all the examined claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting 
only claims drawn to a non-elected (new specie of the invention) is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821 .03). See 37 CFR 1.111.
